TB1SVBS AND IDIOTS. 

The Legislature of South Carolina is a den 
if thieves. By nature and practice they are 
'letter qualified to 111! positions in theseveral jail 
.louses and penitentiaries of the land than as 
law-makers lor this ancient State. * • 
It is well for South Carolina that she has for 
t Governor a man as firm as K K. Scott, but 
for him the Legislat ure would have bankrupted 
the State, and have well nigh done so notwith- 
standing. He has stemmed the torrent of cor- 
rupt legislation as best he could, and stood be- 
tween the plunderers and the Treasury. 

The expense of the last Ohio Legislature I be- 
lieve was a trille less than a hundred thou- 
sand dollars. Ohio Las live times the wealth 
and population of South Carolina. Just before 
Christmas ihe Legislature of their State appro- 
priated $l3 r >,ot)0 for "legislative Mpenws'' 
Governor Scott approved the bill, although he 
says it struck him St the time as being un- 
necessarily heavy. Uul he thought it would 
pu: them through and they would go home, 
but no go home for them ; they were winking 
too rich a mine. The remainder of the session 
consumed $125,000 more; but uhen the appro- 
priation came lo be made $140,000 got tal ked 
on, making iu all the OUtrageoussnm of $100,000 
for a single session. The appropriation bill for 
that amount was passed, of course, ami had it 
been $400,000,000 it Would have been just the 

s ine, for a majority of the donkeys composing 
the Legislature'duii t know the dilferer.ee be- 
tween the two sums, lint Governor Scoll 
vetoed the whole thing, ami sent astrong mes. 
sage to t lie donkeys, telling them that such 

monster expenses were atrocious and unparal- 
leled in Ihe history of legislation. This made 
• he legislative donkeys, dead-beats, and bangers* 
o i mad, and they "went for the heathen 
C.iinee ' who stood between them and tin 
treasury, threatening Iu mob him, and swear- 
ing that he had sold out Iu the rebels. That ir 
the way with your truly loyal South Caro- 
linian. The moment he is deprived of an op 
porta nity to steal from the Treasury be yella 
rebel. The morning after the veto the Gov- 
ernor was inform: d that it would not be safe 
for him to come to the Capitol, a* a mob had as- 
lembled there fur the purpose of taking ven- 
geance, liut he drove light in among them, 
got out of his carriage, and waiked into the 
apartments, none of the loyal dead-beats inter- 
rupting him, although they looked ns though 
hey would enjoy the process of chewing him 
up. 1 *" * » » • » 
A few days belore adjournment, some enter- 
prising chap got up a big horse-iace, and, true 
to their education nnd instincts, the Legisla- 
ture adjourned to attend it. A good many of 
ihem. noi baring sense enough to bet with dis- 
cretion, lost heavily, and. to make themselves 
whole in the business, they managed to get 
their several 'esses included ill the mammoth 
appropriation bill. 

Although a good portion of the members 
could not fill a sheet a foolscap with intelligent 
English sentences iu a week, if they had a 
fair trial, yet for .stationery furnished this half 
civilized body of law makers a bill of nine 
thousand dollars was brought in. Nine thou- 
sand dollars' worth of stationery for a single 
session of Ihe South Carolina Legislature! 
Comment on this is unnecessary. With the 
exception of a spelling book and first reader 
to each member, they do not slaud in need of 
any great amount o!' stationery. 

Every Senator baa his pige, messenger and 
clerk, all drawing full pay, to say nothing of 



who owned Ihe Slate ruled it, and iu 1868 
those who did nol own it ruled it.

Taking in 
the county lax, tins will make a total of about 
lnur Ulillionsol dollars lo be raised by taxation 
this year! And that, loo, in the lace of the fac 
luui lerS tllAU oiie-iourlu oi lue sum could be 
raised by the utmost effort last year. Nowon- 
dcr the people ol this misgoverned Slate are 
inquiring one of another what they are coming 
lo. Wlial ibey have already got to has also 

begun to awalien considerable attention. It is 
time. 

The condition of ihe State can be briefly 
summed up tu us : Debt, sixteeu millions and 
nothing lo pay it with, liuuds weak, if not de- 
moralized, and with a strong downward ten- 
dency. Tuxes oi this year and next both pays-' 
ble Hi is year, to keep the sinking ship alio a yet 
« utile lomcer. People holding mentnga all 



the people. We will appeal lo the peoplr, 
whom you are alr.iid lo trust, and whose ritriMt 
a id houor you menace aud trample uudei 
f,o>. 

Why should you do this thing? You dis- 
trust the people. You show that you distrust 
them. The peopie in turn will distrust you. 
They are the foiinttia of power. They are 
omnipotent. And you, the stream, can never 
rise higher than ih- fountain. I will not say 
tliat the present Executive has evil Intentions 
ngain-i the liberties of this country. It does 
not become any oue to ulter such a charge 
without strong and clear proof, and then with 
care and prudence. But the grim, silent, taci- 
turn man Of action, whose opinions are never 
uttered in advance, and whose purposes are 
enveloped in constant mystery, is to be 
Watched and dieaded wheu at Lha head ol a 
nation and supported by a party reck. ess of 
constitutional restraint. I do not disparage 
Ihe military rapacity and the military execu- 
tive ability ot the present Chi- 1 Magistrate ot 
this nation. No man could have achieved the 
results which are lecorded in his history with- 
out military talents of a high order. Concen- 
tration of purpose, force and tenacity ol will, 
a steady, and even vindictive courage, together 
with a woodman s intuitive knowledge uf the 
lace of a cutiiitry lor military Operations, have 
combined to gne him a permanent place 
among the great commanders ot the world. 

In his ciiil I now ledge, however, bis Capac- 
ity for civil a airs, I have no faith. And a 
combination ui military power ami civil infe- 
ionly has in all ages produced ihe must dan- 
ireroiis enemies that ever men iced Hie liberties 
of the people. Such a man relies upon the 
qualities of Which he is conscious, fie esteems 
Ihe faculties with which he is endowed and 
despises those i f which nature has beielt him. 
He can command troops; and therefore he 
wauls to command them. He loves power; 
and the control of an army at the ballot-box is 
a ceitain means of obtaining and retaiuing 
power. He is conscious of no oilier means of 
securing popular support. He is unlearned in 
Ihe laws of his country, knows nothing of the 
reasons which dictated its institutions in the 
minds ol its founders, has never read its Cjii- 
si i u. lion, and openly sneers at men who h ive 
the gills of knowledge and of speech with 
which to explain and enforce the gieat doc- 
trines of free government. Is such a character 
a stranger to the minds of members.' Do you 
not Tl eogn ; ze and dread him?

"But, Governor, has not the Legislature been 
very extravagant V " 

"Yes; but I have done what 1 could (o check 
it. During the lasl part of tiie late session I 
worked day and night, hardly giving myself 
time to eat or sleep, in trying lo check the tide 
of extravagance. 1 vetoed a number of their 
appropriation bills, aud incurred the lasting 
displeasure of many of them by so doing. 
Tbe people of the State are poor, and Hud il a 
matter of extreme difficult! to pay iheir taxes. 
My policy is to not spend a dollar more than 
is absolutely necessary. The Speaker of the 
House went on lo New York and bought large 
bills of carpets, furniture, &c, to furnish the 
Capitol. To cover these bills the Legislature 
tried to appropriate ninety-one thousand five 
hundred dollars, ft was too much, and I would 
not agree to it. I vetoed tlie whole thing. 
Tbe New York parlies wrote to me to kuow 
why it was that they di 1 not get their p n y. 
Upon examining their bills I find them out 
rageottsly high. Here they are, said the Gov- 
ernor, opening a drawer and showing me three 
bills, one for nearly twenty -four thousand dol- 
lars, one for twelve thousand, and the other for 
over twenty-one thousand. These bills covered 
several sheets of p iper, and four fifths of the 
articles contained in them could have been 
very easily dispensed with, especially when we 
consider tbe deplorable Condition ol tbe Stale 
finances and the poverty of the people. 1

Dear Shi: In response to yours of 20tb, I 
would say that ihe ruling of this office has 
been that the school law compels all funds ap- 
portioned tr, disliicts to lie paid to teachers for 
free schools actually taught in accordance With 
the provisions or the law. Trustees may con- 
tract with teachers, by mutual consent, to ex- 
tend the session one, two, or five months 
beyond the legal term for the schood fund 
apportioned a district, though the policy is a 
questionable one, as it tend3 to depreciate the 
standard of qualification by cheapening the 
wages of teachers to rates at which merit can- 
not compete. The means are inadequate now 
to sustain good teachers in the great majority 
of district-. In some sections of Ihe State 
contracts for less than the apportioned fund 
have been made with teiu hers,' however ; and 
wh-re this has been done the residue of funds 
must be pail out for a free school actually 
taught during the current-school year. Other- 
wise such residue may, at the instance of anv 
interested party, be classed as '•unexpended 

surplus, ' and ordered luck to the Treasury, to 
be put to Ihe credit of the county in the SUN 
plus fund bond, and thus be lost to the district

IMI'0STA5T SCHOOL LAW. 
The lollowing is the text of the important 
school law passed by the late General As- 
sembly, known as the Omnibus hill : 

Chapter 1 290. An act for the benefit of com- 
mon schools in Kentucky. Approved Febru- 
ary 17, ltfTl. 

Said act reads as follows: 
I 1. lie it enacted by the General AtK'mbly oj 
the Commonwealth oj Kentucky, That the Su 
pel intendent of Public Ins tftlCtion be, und be 
is hereby, authorized and directed to certify to 
Ihe Auditor, and direct payment on the reports 
of the common schools taught In districts here- 
inafter to be named: Provided, 1st. That piv- 
meat be nude for said districts out of anv 
surplus for the school year ending June 30tli 
1871, which may remain to the credit of the 
counties respectively in which said districts 
lie, or out of ihe surplus bond fund belonging 
to said counties, and at a rate, per child' not 
exceeding that at which payment was made 
out of the revenue of the school fund proper 
lor the years respectively for which the schools 
are report) d io have been taught: Prorided. 2d 
That payment shall not already have been 
made for said districts: Piovided, 3d 
such of said schools as were laugh; 
the time specified by law, payment shall be 
made only for ihe time during which they wen 
so taught: And provided, 4th. That the re- 
ports from said districts, duly made cut, shall 
have been received by the Superintendent o' 
Public Instruction on or before tiie first day o' 
July, 1871; previous to which date he mat 
adj to Ihe lis", of districts herein named such 
as may le reported and properly Certified in- 
coming within the prov isions of this act, and, 
in his judgment, entitled to its benefits.

Bows ard tbeir Young. 

A recent wtilcr pays: Costivencss and its 
accompanying evils are the main cause Cf 
aows destroying their young— and proper food 
is the preventive and cure. 

I have never known a sow to eat her pigs in 
Autumn, when running at large, with plrnty 
of green food; but with hardly any exception, 
sows littering in the spring .'ire troubled with 
costiveness, which i9 frequently so severe as to 
be accompanied by Inflamed eyes, great rest 
leseness, and other signs of suffering. This 
restlessness sometimes' increases until it 
amounts to frenzy. I have bad them to be- 
come so savage as to attack me fiercely, though 
at other times perfectly gentle. If not stopped, 
this frenzy may increase with the pains of la- 
bor, and the sow will thi n destroy her young, 
or any other living thing within her roaeh. 
Cure the eostivenrss, and this restlessness am! 
irritation will be cured; and if she was a good- 
natured sow, she w ill become quiet and gentle 
again. 

Green food is the cure. As it is usually 
scarce at this season, you ought to provide for 
the emergency by saving roots to feed to them. 
Formerly I used potatoes lor this purpose; but 
since the potato rot commenced I have used 
sugar beets, and always have some on haud to 
feed to my sows for several weeks before thev 
come in. They are very fond of them, and eul 
them greedily raw. A half-peck or more a 
day, wiih little other food, will keep a sow in 
the finest condition. Potatoes are as good, 
and carrots, parsnips, mangel wax**] or turnips, 
will do, but it may be necessary to boil them 
and mix tbem with other food. If you h^ve 
no roots of auy kind, you must resort to sul- 
phur, and give a large tablespoonful twice or 
three times a week for several weeks before 
littering. Give also a little charcoal occasion- 
ally, aud always be kiud and gentle to tbem, 
and they will never attempt to kill their pigs. 

A common mistake is to move the sow to 
another pen, shortly before she litters. This 
is very irritating to her. She should be sepa 
rated from the others, and moved to her new 
quarters several weeks before her time is out. 
She must be sheltered, and a w eek before sh 
litters, supplied with all the straw she will 
want, which will be belter for being short. 
After this her nest must not be molested, and 
she ought not to be disluroed in any way, as it 
is the nature of all animals to seek privacy at 
this period. Hogs arc more true to their *,iinc 
than other animals, and rarely vary more than 
a day or two. 

But if you want to be sure to lose your pigs, 
feed your sow on corn and cob-meal This 
will make her very costive, fed without much 
other food. Then, when she is sick and 
feverish, aud consequently cross, irritate her 
yet more by driving her from the nest she ba.- 
becorae accustomed to; then let the boys tease 
and abuse her every d.iy, aud if the poor, mad 
dened auimal dues not destroy her young a- 
fast as they are born, it will not be your fault.

Seasoning Wood. 

Small pieces of non-resinons wood may be 
perfectly seasoned by boiling four or five hours. 
.Sash-frames of Spanish chestnut have been 
"wedged up" within six weeks of the tree 
being felled, which have stood to admiration 
The boiling seems to take the sap out of th 
wood, which shrinks nearly one tenth in tin 
process. It is also well worth knowing thai 
trees felled whilst in full leaf in June or July 
and allowed to lie with their tops and lops on 
till every leaf has fallen, are then very nearly 
dry. as ihe leaves will not drop of themselve- 
tili they have drawu up and exhausted all Ihe 
sap in the tree. The time required is from a 
month to six weeks, according as the weather 
is dry or moist. Trees so treated w ill nevei 
push again, or show leaves, as the stocks o' 
winter-felled timber invariably do if allowed 
to die, and thus prove thai they hate lost thai 
vitality which the latter retains. The floor o' 
a mill laid with poplar so treated and cut U| 
and put in place in less than a month after the 
leaves fell, has never shown the slightest symp- 
tom of 9hinkage or other indication of not 
being perfectly seasoned. — The Cabinet Maker. 

How Cofkee is Cultivated. — The magnet 
of cultivating the codec plant varies but little 
in the several Central American Slates. 

The eolfee beans are first planted in ho - 
beds, from which they sprout, and shoot up 
five or six inches high, when they are remove! 
singly and taken to the fields which hare beet, 
prepared to receive them. There the young 
sprouts nre planted Rnew, in rows, with a spa< > 
ol from four to six feet between each plant 
For two years they need no more, except an 
occasional plowing out of the weeds whici 
spring up around them. The third year tb 
plant is from three to four feet high, and com- 
mences to hear, producing about a pound o' 
cotfee fruit. Each year adds to the size and 
productiveness of the tree, till it reaches abou: 
ten feet in height, after which it gives a produc' 
of from 20 to 30 pounds of green Iruit. 

The coffee fruit resembles, in shape, size, and 
color, a plump cranberry, aud grows clinging 
closely to the small, lateral branches of tin 
tree. Un some plantations the trees are 
dwarfed, lor the double purpose of increasing 
the fruitage and facilitating picking. 

The time for picking the crop ranges from 
December to March. When the fruit is ripe, 
all hands are employed — men, women, and 
children— and as fast as picked ll.e berries are 
sent to the milis. 



Charcoal for Horsf.s' \Vim>. — Many years 
ago 1 remember a horse being brought into the 
yard of Joseph Bifnal, a celebrated man for 
keeping hunters, at Croydon. The horse was 
very much affected in ihe winter, and could 
hardly move from distress In a very lew days 
this animal did its regular work at a hunter, 
with perfect ease and comfort to itself. Tar- 
water was the cure. Tar is carbon, and char- 
coal is also carbon ; charcoal in powder is more 
easily given than tar-water. 1 have tried it 
with most beneficial effort, and! think it stands 
to reason the removal of noxious giis-s and 
flatulence from the stomach of the horse must 
improve his wind and condition. Tar is Ire 
quently given with benefit in cases of chronic 
disease of the respiratory organs ; but its effect! 
are totally diHerenl from those produced by 
charcoal, (carbon ) — London Ficl'l.
